| also know the responsibility of an 
elected official, and it is not denying 
citizens their First Amendment right of 
freedom Of speech, as Mr. Raspberry 
stated in "Romulus Officials Should 
Have Muzzled Taylor Hotheads At The 
MDEQ Hearing" (The Romulus Roman, 
April 13, 2000), 

| attended all the Site Review Board 
hearings and heard all the questions 
from Representative Ray Basham, Mr. 
Cameron Priebe, Mr. Ed Boike, and 
Taylor Mayor Greg Pitoniak.
